did not know how far from the coast the drives had carried, but U. S. photo reconnaissance fliers said the land­ 
ing forces had established themselves and were thrusting inland 
The initial landings ranged from 6 to 8:25 a. m., B ritish time (m idnight to 2:25 a. m., EWT) with 4,000 
ships and several thousand sm aller craft taking the troops in. Earlier parachute and glider forces made deep 
penetrations. 
British Gen. Sir Bernard L. M ontgomery was in command of the assaulting troops. 
At noon, Prime M inister W inston Churchill told the house of commons; 
“So far, the commanders who are engaged report th a t everything Is proceeding according to plan.” 
The Germ an radio placed the scene of the landings in Normandy, along a stretch of more th an 100 miles 
of beaches from Le Havre to Cherbourg, and said th e Allied aim was to seize those two m ajor ports aqd the 
airdromes of the Normandy peninsula for an offensive of gigantic scope. 
Supreme headquarters kept silent 011 the locations, to exploit to the fullest whatever elem ent of tactical 
surprise the Allies may have gained.

TROOPS SEIZE 
VITAL BRIDGES 


French Spans Taken Before 
Nazis Can Blow Them 
Up, Says Churchill 


(By A nocifttit Praaa) 
LONDON, June 6.—Prime Min­ 
ister Churchill announced today that 
Allied air-borne troops had cap­ 
tured several strategic bridges in 
France before they could be blown 
up and that “there is even fighting 
proceeding in the town of Caen.” 
"Air-borne troops are well estab­ 
lished and the follows-up are pro­ 
ceeding with very much less loss 
than we expected,” Churchill re­ 
ported in a second statem ent of the 
day to the house of commons. Al­ 
lied troops had penetrated in some 
cases several miles inland after ef­ 
fective landing on the coast on a 
broad front, he said. 
The prime m inister said he had 
visited the various centers where 
latest Information was received and 
could state “this operation is pro­ 
ceeding 111 a thoroughly satisfactory 
m anner.” 
"Many dangers and difficulties 
which appeared a t this time last 
night extremely formidable are be­ 
hind us," the war leader reported. 
Churchill, addressing the house 
of commons after a visit to Gen. 
Dwight D Eisenhower’s headquar­ 
ters in company with King George, 
described the landing of air-borne 
troops on the European continent 
as an outstanding feat "on a scale 
far larger than anything there has 
been so far in the world.” 
“These landings took place with 
extremely little loss and great ac­ 
curacy.” 
Earlier, he told the cheering house 
th at the Allied liberating assault 
was “proceeding according to plan 
—and what a plan ” 
In tones of confidence he reported 
the Allied forces had been tran s­ 
ported across the channel to the 
shores of France by "an immense 
arm ada" omf 4.000 ships with sev­ 
eral thousand sm aller craft—prob­ 
ably the greatest fleet ever assem­ 
bled.” 
Mass 
air-borne 
landings 
also 
have been effected .successfully be­ 
hind the enemy’s lines, he said. 


A superior 
officer at Supreme 
headquarters said 1 rankly he did 
not know yet what amount of su r­ 
prise there was. but Allied air forces 
were in control of the skies over the 
channel and the coast despite un­ 
favorable flying weather. 
If the Germ ans were correct about 
the locations, the Allied plan ap­ 
parently was to seize the Cherbourg 
peninsula and make Normandy the 
Initial beachhead for a drive up 
the Seine valley to Paris. 
The G erm an Radio began broad­ 
casting a constant stream of inva­ 
sion flashes alm ost as soon as the 
first troops landed, and continued 
with extensive reports of 
the 
gi­ 
gantic naval and air bombardments 
that covered the assault. 
Allied headquarters, however, kep( 
silent until 9:32 a. m. British tfone 
(3:32 a. m., EWT), when the fol­ 
lowing communique was issued: 
“Under 
the 
command of Gen 
Eisenhower, Allied 
naval 
forces 
supported by strong air forces be- 


1 gan landing

France." 
A high officer explained th at Oen. 
Elsenhower had kept resolutely si­ 
lent until he was absolutely c ertain 
the landings had "taken hold.” 
It was disclosed th a t a number 
of unannounced feints had taken 
place In the pre-invasion period, so 
th at the Germ ans would not know 
when the real blow was coming. 
It came this m orning as the cli­ 
max of 96 hours of constant heavy 
air bombardment which reached a 
crescendo at H-hour.

The toughest war production problem at the mo­ 
ment is manpower, not because of a gross shortage, 
but because of regional shortages. In the months im­ 
mediately ahead, as some lines of war production are 
curtailed or cancelled entirely, the difficulty of keep­ 
ing other lines supplied will become more, not less, ag­ 
gravated by the entirely 
natural 
impulse 
of many 
Workers to land on their feet for the peacetime years 
ahead 
It was this prospect which prompted some govern­ 
ment officials to advocate a national service act. 
In 
lieu of that move, which found no favor In congress, 
the war manpower commission has formulated sweep­ 
ing new controls over manpower allocation based on 
operation of United States employment service. 
The 
success of these controls, which are to be maintained 
on a voluntary basis backed by the fact they offer the 
likeliest means of Jcb placement 
lor 
both employes 
and employers, will be determined largely by the sell- 
f 
scipline of the persons affected. 
Their self-discipline, in turn, will la- conditioned by 
the amount of faith they hold In plans to bring about 
oji orderly transition from all-out war production to 
the more rational production now being made possible 
by Allied success In the war 
Workers must be shown 
that they are combining self-interest and patriotic 
duty by doing the jobs that need to be done most 
Tl» ey must not be alarmed by such Incidents as that 
which recently threatened to throw thousands of avia­ 
tion industry workers out of work in one eastern fac­ 
tory. They must be convinced 
that 
they 
are 
not 
jeopardizing their job security by staying where they 
are needed. The solution of the problem can be eased 
by a sense of orderly administration. 
War production is still what it has been from the 
beginning, as far as manpower is concerned a matter 
of matching jobs and workers. 
All that has changed 
is the passing of the phase in which every element of 
production was in continuous ex pansion; some of the 
elements now are being tapered off. 
While jobs are 
still seeking workers, some workers are seeking jobs. 
The new manpower controls aim to bring them to­ 
gether and keep them together. 


NO CRYSTAL HALL 
The eastern campaign manager for the organiza­ 
tion backing Lieut. Comm. Harold E. Stassen for the 
Republican nomination, John B Quinn, recently ar­ 
rived in Washington with some tart opinions on the 
way the presidential selecting is being done this year. 
In a nutshell, what he had to say was that the people 
knew more about what was going on In the funny 
paper than about what is going on in the minds of the 
men seeking presidential 
nominations. 
Mr 
Quinn 
thinks the press should do something about it. 
The answer to that is that the press records news, 
does not make it. A* far as recording the news after 
it is made, there can be. of course, wide differences 
ci 
opinion on the way the Job is done, but Mr Quinn may 
have noticed that The New York Times last Wednes­ 
day recorded the full tex t of Gov. Bricker’s address to 
the governors' conference at Hershey, Pa., despite the 
fact that some New York 
newspapers 
still haven't 
waked tip to the fact that he is the only contender for 
u presidential nomination who Isn't giving the people 
and. incidentally, the press a political run-around. 
Gov Bricker Is behaving in 
the 
finest 
tradition of 
politics; he is letting the people look him over. 
In other words, when a man has something to say 
and SU.V-S b the press will do its job to the l>est of its 
ability and its wartime supply of paper. But it is not 
in the crystal ball gazing racket. 
It can’t tell the 
people what the other candidates are thinking about 
unless they are willing 
to let the people know. 


PEACE EMERGENCY ADMINISTRATION 
All the ex ploratory conversation and tentative steps 
toward conversion of war industry to peacetime pro­ 
duction with n minimum of waste and dislocation lead 
to the same conclusion: 
It is primarily a problem in 
efficient administration. 
The peace emergency, in terms of impact on indus­ 
try and business, will be critical 
In one way. at least, 
it will be more critical than the war emergency. The 
handling of the latter was eased at many points by 
availability of almost unlimited funds; no cost was too 
gieat 
Reconversion to peacetime production, on the 
other hand, must be on an economic basis, with costs 
controlled and rationalized. 
The obstacle of government 
confusion both 
by 
design and accident 
is being dealt with more kindly 
in early conversations than is justified. It is an indis­ 
putable fact that reconversion would be an infinitely 
brighter prospect than it is now if industry could be 
assured in advance of the complete cooperation and 
sympathetic understanding of the federal government 
The process could become a hopeless muddle if, in­ 
stead of cooperation and understanding, reconversion 
fell under the blight of the same New Deal attitude 
which, before the war, sought to keep all private enter­ 
prise on the defensive.

And In the end, they prevailed, despite all the ob­ 
stacles thrown in front of them. 
They resolved that 
“too little and too late’’ should become ‘enough and on 
time."

triumph, they have earned 
whatever 
gratitude the 
thoughtful may remember to give them.

and

But let something really good 
and yum-yum come along and their

gastric juice. I have a pamphlet is­ 
sued by a Philadelphia physician in 
1887 which shows that ice cream is 
ruining the digestion and under­ 
mining the stamina ot the American 
people. Well, since then, we have 
fought and won three wars from the 
peoples of non - ice - cream - eating 
countries, so il it is undermining our 
stamina it is doing so by a very slow 
and pleasant process. 
In the meantime the best scien­ 
tific and dietetic opinion has veered 
around and now they say ice cream 
has splendid nutritional qualities.

‘ I f milk is good for you then ice 
cream is good for you In the realm 
ol the vitamins milk Is the largest 
contributor 
of 
riboflavin in the 
dietary of medium cost diets. 
The 
thiamine (Vitamin B> content of ice 
cream is four hundred milligrams 
per 100 grams, of Vitamin C. 1 grain, 
and ol Vitamin A, 450 international 
units. 
For calories and nutritional value 
an ice cream cone Is as good for 
your body as a shovelful of coal for 
a furnace. So it is a good m id-after­ 
noon “lift'' for the worker wliether 
m factory or office. 
As for flavoring and palatability 
it would take the composite ghosts 
of 
Keats 
and 
Wadsworth 
and 
Tennyson to do the subject justice. 
I suggest to Congress that since we

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
G. H :—What should a person's 
blood count be for an indoor work­ 
er? Mine is 71 < hemoglobin, 3,500,- 
000 red cells and 11,000 white cells. 
What does the 
large 
number ol 
white ceils mean? 
Answer: If you ever saw a blood 
count done you would realize that 
there is a natural margin of varia­ 
bility due to the care or rapidity 
with which it is done. The report 
above on the white cells does not 
mean any more than that—i.e, it is 
within the range of allowable tech­ 
nical error. Your hemoglobin and 
red count are a little low for the 
normal range of variability, but the 
whole thing looks like an inaccurate 
count.

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European Invasion 
Result Of 4 Years 
Of Well Laid Plans

The Allied invasion of western Europe, largest and most daring such 
undertaking in the history of warfare by any standards, is the result of 
nearly four years of careful, methodical preparation. 
Hardly had Britain’s army in Fiance been snatched from seemingly- 
certain destruction at Dunkerque than plans for the eventual return were 
being laid. 
For the time being Britain had to content herself with the all out 
defense of her home islands against the German aerial blitzkrieg. Mid- 
September. 1940, was the high point of that battle. Air attacks continued, 
but it was from that period that the Germans themselves realized their 
aerial losses were greater than the results warranted. 
It was in that time, too, that some 
sort of German invasion of Britain 
was nipped off. Stories trickling out 
months and even years afterward 
told how hundreds of German in­ 
vasion barges had been caught and 
sunk by the RAF. 
Officially, both 
Britain and Germany kept mum. 
but it was obvious that a hastily- 
prepared 
invasion 
program 
had 
failed. It 
served as a warning to 
Britain 
th at 
spur-of-the-moment 
invasion could not succeed. 
Britain proceeded slowly. 
U. S. Enters; Pace Quickens 
The Commandos were organized, 
and for years developed their tech­ 
nique in a series of hit-skip raids 
against the German-held continent, 
gathering 
information, 
damaging 
enemy 
installations, 
keeping 
the 
Nazi garrisons in a constant state 
of alertness and alarm. 
With American entry into the war 
after the Japanese attack on Pearl 
Harbor Dec. 7, 1941, the pace quick­ 
ened from a creep to a gallop. 
In January, 1942, American troops 
landed in northern Ireland. 
They 
were there for one purpose: To pre­ 
pare for the ultimate invasion of 
Europe. 
Soon 
they 
extended 
to 
Britain itself; their numbers were 
constantly augmented. 
The Americans formed their own 
commando.like striking force, the 
Rangers. 
In August, 1942, combined forces, 
mostly Canadian, stormed ashore at 
Dieppe, France. 
The Dieppe adventure since has 
been officially dismissed as a raid 
in force, a sort 
of 
rehearsal, 
in 
which it was not intended to remain 
on the continent. 
Whatever its purpose, it definitely 
showed the Allied 
command 
that 
the German defenses 
of 
western 
Europe were very strong, stronger 
perhaps than had been imagined.

worked more 
closely together in Sicily than any­ 
where previously, yet they still were 
separate armies, separate navies, 
separate air forces. 
There followed the invasions of 
Italy, and at Salerno on Sept. 
9 
American-Brltlsh cooperation of all 
arms reached a new peak. A mixed 
British-American army, command­ 
ed by an American general, went 
onto the Salerno beaches. It was a 
close fight.

Civilians Are Moved 
In something near to panic, the 
Germans shifted populations whole­ 
sale from ail the western coasts of 
Europe, but particularly from West­ 
ern France and the French Medi­ 
terranean. They 
announced 
they 
had mounted 7.700 gigantic guns to 
meet the invaders, that their most 
respected commander. Marshal Er­ 
win Rommel, was inspector-general 
of defenses in Europe. 
A worried Hitler called on his 
Vichy puppets for assurances that 
Frenchmen would not rise to fight 
beside 
the invaders — assurances 
they had no power to give. 
In a form of reply, the fighting 
Fiench called on the Allies to rec­ 
ognize the Fiench guerrillas inside 
France as a regular force to which 
they would give aid. 
The Germans suggested that the 
Allies had secret weapons ready to 
spring 
The Allies contributed fur­ 
ther to German nervousness with 
news that American forces in Brit- 
nin were training with new weapons 
and new and amazing tactics. 
American parachute 
troops 
a n d 1 
glider men went to Britain, and it. 
was announced that they completed 
the American army there. Yet the 
convoys still moved eastward. Sup­ 
plies and men increased daily, 
so 
that wags said the British Isles 
were in danger of sinking beneath 
their weight. 
Thus the invasion was prepared; 
thus the time ultimately came to 
“H" hour of "D" day for the In­ 
vasion on which hangs the hopes of 
enslaved Europe.

Stride In Long Trek 
To Victory,FDR Says 


WASHINGTON, 
June 
6 — In a 
speech which made no reference to 
invasion but was delivered in the 
certain knowledge that the climactic 
hour finally had come, President 
Roosevelt told the nation Ipst night 
that victory over Germany is cer­ 
tain but "it will be t-siiMh and it 
will be costly.” 
The President broadcast on the 
fall of Rome at 8:30 p m„ Eastern 
War time- about the time United 
States and Allied forces were Jump­ 
ing off from England lor the air and 
water push across the channel. 
To many listeners here it seemed 
the 
chief 
executive 
was 
extra­ 
ordinarily preoccupied 
last 
night, 
that his comment on the accom­ 
plishments in Italy was designed 
more to point them up as a pre­ 
lude to what was to come than to 
extol the victory already won. 
Having in mind 
the fact that 
Berlin and Tokyo remain as Axis 
capitaLs lie summed up the capture 
of the Italian 
capital 
by 
saying 
"one up nnd two to go." 
Allies To Press On 
"Our victory comes at an excel­ 
lent time," Mr. Roosevelt declared, 
"while our AUmd forces are poised 
for another 
strike 
at 
western 
Europe—and while armies of other 
Nazi soldiers nervously await our as­ 
sault. And our gallunt Russian al­ 
lies continue to make their power 
felt more and more.” 
To this, however, he hastened to 
add that while the Germans have 
“suffered heavy losses" these have 
not been "great enougli to cause 
collapse." 
"Germany has not yet been driven 
to surrender,” he said. "Germany 
lias not yet been driven to the point 
where she will be unable to recom­ 
mence world conquest a generation 
hence. 
"Therefore the victory still lies 
some distance ahead. That distance 
will b«1 covered in due time—have 
no fear of that 
But it 
will 
be 
tough and it will be costly." 
To many her«' his words had 
the ring of reaffirmation 
of 
the 
Allied intention to press the war 
to complete victory over Germany 
despite the statement by Pope Pias 
last week that 
sui-h 
a 
purpose 
would prolong the fighting. 
Tlie President’s 
broadcast was 
prompted by the fall of Rome He 
addressed himself almost exclusively 
to that subject in a manner to sug­ 
gest that while he considered it a 
considerable psychological and po­ 
litical victory he hoped that it would 
not be over-rated as a great mili­ 
tary contribution to the ultimate 
victory in Europe 
To the people of Italy he held 
fctth the 
suggestion 
that 
their 
-ountry should seek a peaceful place 
in the family of nations as a ’great 
mother nation" sending its sons to 
people many other lands, rather 
than seek expansion by aggression. 
"We want and expect the help of 
the 
future Italy 
toward 
lasting 
peace." he said "All the other na­ 
tions opposed to Fascism and Nazism 
help give Italy a chance."
